Offictal information is to the 
effect that in a chase which 
resulted from the commandeering 
of a French steam launch. by « 
band _of pirates who operated 
from a base in the vicinity of the 
Macao forts, on the back reach 
bahind Honam, a dozen French 
marines from the gunboats now 
stationed at Canton raturned the 
fire of the pirates from an armour- 
ed launch which overtook the 
pirate vessel near the forte, and 
killed seven as wel! as wounding 
others. Six were taken prisoners. 
No casualties occurred on the

In attempting to-compare the| 
auttit with some’ of the sensitive 
sets on the market, we went to 
Washington and fan a series of 
tests. First a constant artificial 
source of power was set up. 
This was tuned on a regener- 
ative receiver and the audi- 

ity measured around 50. With 
the same power, the same tubes, 
batteries, etc. the ‘superdyne 
receivér showed on audibility of 
over 200. 

“The same two outfits were 
tried under similar ‘conditions 
with.a broadcasting station as 
the sourch of power. Here the 
regenerative receiver showed an 
audibility of about 60 while under 
corresponding conditions _ the 
superdyne receiver showed an 
audibility of 10,000. which was 
the end of the moter. - 

“The next test was of @ more 
practical nature. Here we com- 
pared. the superdyne receiver 
under actual receiving conditions 
with the naval‘six-tube Universal 
radio-frequency amplifier. The 
signals with the four-tube super- 
dyne were probably three to four 
times louder than with the six 
tubes on the navy amplifier. 

“The lest experiment was the 


[most astonishing of all. In this 


test we compared the four-tube 
superdyne with an eight- 
tube super-hetrodyne . receiver. 
Some of the signals on the 


[stper-hetrodyne- surpassed this 


new circuit while in other cases 
the superdyne exceeded the super- 
hetrodsne. 

“Taken all ‘in all, and being 
very conservative, the beat wa 
could say for the super-hetrodyne}, 
was, that {the signals may have 
been. slightly louder ‘using the 
eight tubes against our four.”

At first such 
views tended to the belief that it 
was a ‘product of natural 
distillation of coal or of 
similiar carbonuceous” matter.
